America—Treated Like Pet Hon- 


kers-Tadpole ftad Frog. 


On Saturday, Deo. 22, 1402, Cibristo- 


pber Columbus received a visit from a 
large number of tbe natives of Cuba. 
These people were, seat as tbe -messen- 
gers of tbe grand cbief Guacanagari, 
wbo lived in a large town of native 
bnilt booseg. Tbe town is now called 
Grand 
Riviere. 
These 
messengers 


bioagbt gifta nod nn invitation to tbe 
white men of heaven to enter tbejr vil- 
lage. Tbe gifts were a broad belt, made 
of beads and bones, aud a wooden mask 
witb eyes, nose aud tongue of gold. 


Tbe lack of a good wind prevented 


tbe sbip sailiug to tbe village, bnt Co- 
la tub ns sent many men in hmall boats 
to return to tbe village witb tbe na- 
tives. Tbe glowing accounts of their 
reception, of tbe kindness of tbe natives 
and of their wealth caused Columbus 
to bave the ship thoroughly cleaned on 
Monday, ready to sail on Tuesday, 
Christmas day, 1492, to celebrate jwitb 
becoming splendor tbe first Christmas 
day in America and sbow tbe natives 
some of tbe Christian rites and cere- 
monies. There was also to be made a 
large distribution of gifts by Columbus. 


Tbe w«.iber was like April in tbe 


north. Tbe oirdssang all day, and some 
were beard at night. Tbe bind disposi- 
tion of tbe natives, tne tropical verdure 
aud the balmy skies all seemed auspi- 
cious of a wonderful first Christmas 
celebration. 


On Christmas eve, 1493, tbe brave 


Admiral Christopher Col a robot wea- 
ried witb tbe extra cares of tbe nay and 
the loss of all rest for two daya and a 
nigbt, left his sbip in tbe care of tbe 
steersman and went to sleep. The per- 
fect calm of tbe rea and tbe knowledge 
of, tbe friendship of tbe natives gave 
him his first real freedom from care for 
months. 


Bnt, like Ulysses of old, Columbus 


bad a rude awakening. The steersman 
wbo was left in cbarge was also weary 
and went to sleep,'leaving tbo helm in 
cbarge of an apprentice, wbo was only 
a lad. Tbis was in direct disobedience 
of Columbus' orders. 


In a short time tbe whole crew was 


asleep, leaving tba ship Ssnta Maria, 
witb her precions freight of lives, 
wholly in the cbarge of a young boy.

In a modern battleship the captain Is 


condemned to imprisonment during ao- 
tu n in a stiiel conning tower 10 inches 
thick and 6 feet 10 inches in diameter, 
compared with which the prison of the 
Man With the Iron Mask was a palace. 


I tried tbe conning tower In the Massa- 


chusetts during tbe first bombardmnnt of 
Santiago, but soon abandoned it for the 
bridge, finding it difficult to grasp all the 
varying conditions cf tbe action from the 
narrow peepholes often blanketed by thick 
sn oke 
One did not feel really in touch 


with tbe action or with bis own ship in 
suuh a position, and tbo movements of the 
men were controlled by nn nnseen spirit 
Of nourse, when in close action with an- 
other ship and a hailstorm of rapid fire and 
njachino guns is fatting upon your vessel, 
It would le unwise not to seek its shelter, 
but (roiu great gun flre alone I prefer to 
do as we did in tbe civil war and to take 
my chances on the bridge in tbe open 
Otber commanding officers thought the 
same way, and at tfe bombardment of 
San Juan Captain Taylor sat upon tbe 
bridge of the Indiana calmly smoking a 
cigar

ship are sbnt up in a tight steel box in 
wbicb are Immense boilers beating the 
atitospbere to a stifling temperature and 
where they can only hear, bnt cannot Bee 
They work away In tbeir floating dungeon 
without any inspiring vision to lighten 
their labors 


It is related that during tbe destruction 


of Cervera's fleet, when there was a tall in 
tbe firing on board the Oregon, tbe chief 
engineer came up from the fireroom and 
said to Captain Clark, "For God's sake, 
captain, fire another gun so aa to keep up 
tba spirit* of n.y men."

And my sou I How brave and handsome 
be looked, with bis flashing eyes I Yes I 
tie wan my own flesh and blood, and 1 
felt proud of him. They were rigoronc- 
ly searched for tbe message they were 
supposed to bear, bnt as it waa a verbal 
one they could find nothing. 


"Tbe officer stamped about tbe little 


toom, mad witb rage. Glancing at the 
prisoners, be cued:

eyes were turned to bis comrades. They 
seemed to be making signs to one anoth- 
er." 'Ready!' tbe word of command 
thundered. 


"'Present!' And they obeyed, cover- 


ing me with tbeir rifles. 


"'Fire!' They turned suddenly to 


the right about 
Ap explosion followed 


and four Prussians, the officer among 
the number, fell. And above the roar 
of the discharge I beard my boy's voice 
clearly: 
" 'Fire! Yes, but on yon, you cow- 


ard !' 


"A general volley on tbe part of the 


Prussians followed, and I fell witb a 
bullet in my shoulder. Before I lost 
consciousness, bovrevei, I saw that my 
sou was still unhurt. 
"1 learned afterward that just at this 


moment the cannon of tbe Fort de Joux 
began to play. Toe commandant bad 
caught tbe reflection of tbe sunlight 
from tbe Prussians' helmets, and con- 
cluding—none too soon—that something 
untoward was taking place be sent a 
few shells into tne crowd and rapidly 
dispersed tbe enemy." 


Mme Jambe died a few years after 


tbe events which I bavo related as 
nearly as I can in her own words took 
place. Her -story was recalled to my 
mind tbe otber day on bearing tbat tbe 
sou of this brave woman had just been 
promoted to tbe command of tbe regi-

To accomplish this end, Captain 


Brewer says, the government has only 
to adopt his dynamite cartridge, and, 
thus fortified, it could dare tlio whole 
world to war against us, and it would 
be afraid to accept the challenge. So 
much ho claims for his invention. 


Captain Brewer, famous wing shot, 


who has spent 40 years with a gun in 
his hand, maintains that after long 
study be has solved tbe problem of firing 
dynamite in a projectile. Ho explained 
his plan to me the other afternoon in 
New York. 
/ 


He first became interested in the- ap- 


plication of the high osi)losive to ord- 
nance 14 years ago, he said, and 
Straightway began his experiments. His 
aim was to discover a means of firing a 
projectile loaded with dynainito with- 
out bursting the gun. His ta'sk lay in 
finding ft means of expulsion so that 
the concussion would not explode the 
dynamite in the gun. Ee saiJ little 
aUout his project to anybody, but put 
in his tjme experimenting. So he work- 
ed nntil a year ago last May, when he 
discovered the secret for which he had 
been in search. 


He found, he insists, that he could 


fire a bullet loaded with dynamite and 
not have it explode until it hit the 
mark. 


His device is a thin metallic shell 


filled with dynamite. This projectile is 
fitted to an ordinary cartridge and fired 
from the gun with common powder, 
jnst as any other bullet is. The secret 
lies in the way the powder is loaded 
into the cartridge. 


In his invention Captain Brewer 


holds that he bas obtained a flatter-tra- 
jectory, higher velocity, less combus- 
tion, less friction and greater penetra- 
tion than ever before had been attained. 
His cartridge, he maintains, can be 
need in any gun. It does not require a 
specially constructed weapon. It can be 
fired equally well from a fowling piece 
or a 13 inch rifle on a warship. The 
projectile can be made to fit any bore. 
The bigger the piece the greater tbe 
quantity of dynamite used. Thus a bul- 
let for a .44 caliber rifle would contain 
about five-eighths of an ounce of dyna- 
mite, while one for a rifled cannon 
would hold proportionately more. 


To explode the projectile when it 


reaches its mark, the inventor asserts, 
only the most trifling resistance is 
needed. 


"It would explode in going through 


a piece of blotting paper," he declared. 
"I can now fire dynamite with as much 
safety as I can an ordinary bullet. I 
have fired 500 dynamite projectiles 
from different guns, so I am sure of 
what I say. 


"One of the most famous ordnance 


experts in the country, a man of inter- 
national fame, has been associated 
closely with me for four months watch- 
ing my invention, and he is unstinted 
in bis praise of it. I have applied for a 
patent and expect to receive it any day."

A section of the belt armor of the 


new Japanese battleship Asabi, build-

The plate was .8.8 
inches thick and 8 feet square, weigh- 
ing a little over ten tons. Eight inch 
armor piercing shells, made st Arm- 
strong's on the Wheeler-Sterling Amer- 
ican process, were fired at velocities of 
1,859, 1,964 and 2,039 feet per second, 
the calculated thicknesses of wrought 
iron perforate being 17,18K and 19)£ 
inches respectively.

The1 plate was backed by 12 inches of 


oak and a steel plate ij£ inches thick. 
The shells were all shattered, and the 
injury sustained by the plate was con- 
fined to the usual splintering of its face 
around the points of impact and a few 
superficial hair cracks in the face so 
fine as to be almost invisible. On the 
back were three smooth bulges, the 
mo-rt prominent 1J£ inches high.—New 
York Sun.

A matron has been employed 
for $25 per month to look after the 
house, and a competent cook has also 
been employed. Mrs. Mary Lane, is the 
matron. She is an accomplished lady, 
having had much experience as a ma- 
tron at the Girls' Normal and Indus- 
trial college at Milledgeville, Ga. The 
boys have good fare, good meat three 
times a day and all the necessary arti- 
cles of food cooked in the best possible 
manner. They have good table service, 
clean linen all the time, clean napkins 
at each meal, and, in fact, everything 
is conducted in the very best style. 


The expenses per month now are 


$7.50 for each student. This is for 30 
days and not for four weeks, as at the 
State Normal school When the cold 
season is over and no fuel has to be 
bought, the expenses will be reduced to 
about $6.50 per month. The boys sleep 
at the dormitory, where rooms are fur- 
nished free of charge, so that their ex- 
penses all told need not run over $10 per 
month, including laundry and every- 
thing. Thus it is possible now for a 
young man to attend the University of 
Georgia a fall term of nine months for 
less than $100. 


At the session of the board of trustees 


next June that body will be asked to 
provide more room, so that a large 
number of young men may be accom- 
modated in this manner, and also to 
pay the matron's salary. It is believed 
that this plan will put a university edu- 
cation within the reach of every aspir- 
ing young man in the state, and that it 
will bring at least one hundred new 
students to the university next year. 
The trustees will no doubt lend the 
movement their heartiest co-operation.

EAGtAN'3 TESTIMONY IN DETAIL 


Washington. Jan. ST.—When 
the 


Eagan court-martial reassembled yes- 
terday, Judge Advocate Pavis stated 
that* he wished to submit formally the 
testimony of General Miles as an ex- 
hibit in this trial, and with this state- 
ment, he. said, the prosecution rest? Its 
case. 
Mr. Worthington. counsel for 


General Eagan, read several exhibits 
in connection with the testimony read 
at Wednesday's session of the court 


The feature of the day's proceedings 


was the testimony, dramatic iu many 
parts, of Commissary General Eagan 
himself. 
Not more than 15 or 20 people 


outside of the court, and a dozen or so 
newspaper correspondents, were ad- 
mitted to the trial room, f everal wit- 
nesses had preceded the chief figure in 
t'-e trial. 


His call to the stand WBJP something: 


of a surprise, as it had been thought 
that if he testified at all it would he 
later. 
When his name was called, he 


rose, and, standing--before the witness 
chair, raised his rignt hand, took the 
oath administered by th«j judge advo- 
cate, and at first related his army 
career. 
As he proceed ad in Ms tes- 


timony, it becam* apparent that the 
line of defense would be Justification 
and extreme provocation, finally brinff-" 
Ing on a serious nervous condition, which 
rendered the witness unfit for business 
and made him, to a degree, irresponsible 
for his acts. 
It was aiso iiia<1e evident 


that the president's order of immunity 
would be relied on as applicable to 
General Eagan's testimony before the 
war investigating commission, and that 
therefore it would be claimed that the 
court-martial had no pioper jurisdic- 
tion in the case. 


When General Kajjan began the story 


of General Miles' asp*-rsions on him, he 
raised his voice somewhat, and spoke 
with great earnestness, though with per- 
fect enunciation. 
In speaking of the 


criticisms of the newspapers, which he 
said had been call 3d forth by General 
Miles' testimony, his manner was in- 
tensely dramatic and impressive. His 
eyes filled with tears, and his voice 
trembled, and the impression he left 
with many was tleeld«dly favorable. 


After the court adjourned, several 


members shook his hand, and, in a 
friendly way, asked after his hpnllh. 


The following is a report of the more 


important parts of General Eagan's tes- 
timony: 


Q—You took some action, did you not, 


with relation to an article which ap- 
peared in the newspapers? 


A—When I saw the alleged interview 


with General Miles in the New York 
Journal it drove me nearly crazy, be- 
cause it emphasized a thing that affected 
me most; it emphasised a pretense of ex- 
periment; it emphasized to my mind that 
I was willing and bad been guilty of feed- 
ing poisonous food to soldiers for gain. 
I addressed a letter to the adjutant gen- 
eral and asked that action be taken, be- 
lieving at that time that the immunity 
granted by the president did not extend 
outside of the courtroom. I was not 
astonished that General Miles should be 
covered by the immunity granted by the 
president, but I did not believe it ex- 
tended to his going into newspapers in 
thie alleged interview, and so I sought to 
ascertain by addressing a letter,to him 
through the adjutant general, and there 
was returned to me what I considered to 
be an evasive answer. 


Q—Will you state to the court what im- 


pression the testimony of General Miles 
before >he commission made upon you as 
to what he meant by the statements he 
made, and espe-'ally by his words, "pre- 
tense of experiment?" 


A—The effect on me was that he had 


token away from me my character, the 
honorable position that I had obtained 
after all these years of service. He 
stated that I wae corrupt. I could not 
prefer charges against him. I could not 
go into any court, civil or military, and 
for a time I felt It better to be dead and 
IB the gutter thai: to have such an ac- 
cusation ma£e. When the press clip- 
pings came to me—north, south, east and 
west—stating they believed General 
Miles, some of them saying he bad made 
out a case and some of the editorials de- 
manding my dismissal and disgrace for 
it, I felt that I must do something. I did 
not know what. -I put the utmost re- 
straint upon myself and I finally gave a 
dignified statement to the press to the 
effect that the court wae the place to dis- 
cuss this, that it was unmilitary and im- 
proper to discuss it in the press. The 
clippings that came to me showed that 
the press sneered at it, and disbelieved 
It I realized then that I was convicted 
and condemned for wholesale poisoning 
or attempting to poison the army, in so 
far as food was concerned that was en- 
trusted to my care; that my whole life, 
myself and my family,, were disgraced, 
^.nd that it called for something. The 
lonor of a soldier cannot be impugned 
my more than th'e virtue of a woman 
( held myself in all I could. I did notgc 
n the clubs, I did not go in the streets. 
[ felt that In that chair, on the identical 
spot where the false charges were made, 
.vas the place for me to hurl It back in 
•<uch language that the American people 
would believe me. I did not atop to think 
if any disrespect to any officer. Jt did 
lot occur to me In that way at all. For 
he first time In my life I had not been 
ihlp to »lwp T oftuld not eat. It wae 
til I could do in my office to prevent my- 
-«lf from going and doing what, when I 
was a boy, men did and were considered 
right In doing: hnt I thought that when 
I went there before the commission am 
before thp country t should answer in 
some such way that whoever beard it, 
even in the utmost corner of the earth, 
would know that I wa« an honest man 


Q—I think your answer has covered 


the question. What I am particular 
about I* what you understood to b« meant 
by the word* "pretenat of experiment T" 


A—That I had furnUhw" such meat not 


in «n experiment, but with the pretense 
of aa experiment; that I had used it to 
cover corruption, And bad fed It to the 
•oldiern; that It hs4 asade them sick, M' 
Genera* Mllea said In his alleged state* 
ment; that the people believed I bad 
poisoned them and had ftmtohed them 
with Improper food uM«r a^retenee «f 
experiment,'when In truth and In faot It 
WM no experiment, atlfl lew a pretense 
of experiment it waa part ot tbe regu- 
lar army ration. 


Q—You will pafrtm me fer aakina; a 


•Iff «•» «JL*tJ*lfttHf » ««1 «*»«•«•*• 


time you administered (be etttce of com- 
mlsMry general you accepted any com- 
pensation at any Urns from any differwit 
contractors? 


A—On my honor and belief, before my 


God, not the color of 1 cent has ever 
touched me, nor. so far as I know, any 
officer of the department I have not to» 
day enough money to pay you your fee. 


Being uked if be deiirvd to say any- 


thing to the court a* to the state of his 
mind on the day he read bis statement. 
General Eagan said: 


I went Into the court feeling aa I had 


been feeling for day*: that I had been 
charged as I say; that I had put out a 
dignified statement to the preas and it 
wa» not believed; that I had to say some- 
thing and I had, nowhere else to say It; 
that I had to say something In some such 
way that the press and the people would 
know that I was an honest man. That 
le what actuated me, and the charges 
were so foul that I was rent In pieces. 
I felt burning up inside all the time. 
Every day that the clippings came to me 
it was a reiteration of th« same thing. 
Each day would bring clippings show- 
Ing that I was still further condemned. 


Q—On what did you feel to be the state 


of the public mind in regard to your be- 
ing an honest or corrupt man? 


"A—I believed the press and the public 
mind to be that I was a wholesale mur- 
derer for the gain. That was what pos- 
sessed my mind. 
l 


Q—When you were giving your testi- 


mony before the commission, will you 
state to the court whether or not there 
was any interruption by any member or 
any suggestion by any member of the 
court or any person present that it was 
Improper?

FreakUb Feature* Are Few In Thle 


Yeaff'e Wheele, bnt There Are Plea. 
ty of Neat Ravel ties— Comment an 
Hew Ho4ele ••<!

Investigation into the detaijs of the 


wheels at the recent cycle exhibit held 
in New York shows that in frames there 
is almost nothing that is strictly new. 
The lines of this year's models are about 
tue same as those of 1897 and 1808. 
The low frame and short head pattern 
is preserved, and the size of the tubing 
has not been altered except to tho ex- 
tent of a sixteenth of an inch by some 
maker here and there. There are a few 
more manufacturers using brazed tub- 
ing, but the fact was not mentioned un- 
less the discovery was made by a visitor 
at a booth. The top rail is horizontal in 
almost every model shown, although 
some of the English makers are inclined 
to return to the fashion of lowering the 
tube slightly where it is joined at the 
seat post tuba Some good mechanics at 
the show declared that a slight down- 
ward slope toward the rear is a better 
pattern than the one in vogue, but the 
manufecturers cater to the prevailing 
demand. It required a search to find 
any wheels having round forks and back- 
stays, and the D shaped tubing, which 
is flat on the inside and round on the 
outside, being generally used. 


Front forks have about the same rake, 


except in a small percentage of ' cases 
where the forward sweep has been in- 
creased in connection with an increased 
wheel base. A tendency toward length- 
ening the wheel base, which is the dis- 
tance between the front and rear axles, 
is to be observed. This is to some ex- 
tent enforced by the use of larger 
sprockets. 
The prevailing length of 


cranks on tegular road wheels is 7 inch- 
es for men and 6% inches for women. 
This enlargement of sprockets and 
lengthening of crank are consequent 
upon the st'idy increase in the size of 
gears, which L evea *nore noticeable 
this yeai than it was in 1808. The 


i average gear on men's wheels on an es- 
timate is 80 and on women's cycles 70. 


In rims the:e is perhaps nothing 


strictly 
new excepting varicolored 


enamels to ir ch frames. Rims are be- 
ing made brc .der, flatter and thicker to 
accommodate the broader tires demand- 
ed. The use of colored enamels is gen- 
eral, and certain signs of inclination to 
run to extremes are in evidence. At 
one' space enamels of different hues, 
with names like those employed by mil- 
liners, are shown. Piano steel wire of 
about the same thickness as employed 
in toe-last two years is being used for 
spokes, but several manufacturers are 
putting in more spokes to the wheel, 
one of the most prominent concerns 
putting 86 spokes to the front wheel 
and 46 to the rear. In tires there are 
many varieties, and a few new features 
in the way of roughened treads, but 
nothing radical or important, and no 
"freaks" in cork, leather, wood or steel 


There seems to be a slight tendency 


toward receding to individuality in 
fork crown patterns. There are relative- 
ly fewer using arched crowns than there 
were last year, according to the show- 
ing, while several makers have gone 
back to flat forgings or double plate or 
box crowns. Internal binders for han- 
die bars and seat posts, which were in- 
troduced several years ago with only 
partially satisfactory results, are seen 
to have become the commonly accepted 
fastenings, although some makers still 
show the old style of fastening in bars 


1 or saddle posts by means of the outside 


collar and belt with an ordinary hexa- 
gon nut 


There are quite a few new features 


in bottom brackets and crank axles, al- 
though the field for study in these re- 
, gpects has narrowed somewhat. The 
most common style is the "one piece 
banger," in which both the cranks and 
the axle compose an integral part. 
The divided crank axle, with new and 


! ingenious devices in the way of sleeves 
j and binders, is largely used, but it 
1 seems to be losing ground, although the 
latest expressions of tho idea show a 
marked advance in the details of con- 
struction. It was noticed that the ex- 
hibitors were not talking bearings quite 
so much as formerly, although there 
are some clever novelties in this line. 
Narrower chains are being used, and 
the makers of the big sprockets have 
strengthened them by increasing the 
stoutness of material 


The use of a netted mesh for dress 


guards on women's wheels has replaced 
the old cord lacings in many instances, 
and aluminium chain guards have de- 
creased in number. There are fewer 
novelties in hubs than in other years. 
A new one is constructed so that the 
spokes fit directly into the hub, there 
being no flanges on the ends. The spokes 
have spherical heads on the inside of 
the hub which prevent them from pull- 
ing out, while at the same time permit- 
ting of a slight lateral yield under 
strain. A spherical hub of doubtful 
merit beyond its novel appearance was 
also shown. 


A new automobile that was entered 


at the show was a hydrocarbon affair 
that had the front wheels set in forka 
like those on a bicycle. The display of 
motor carriages attracted great atten- 
tion. The interest in this part of the 
show has set the bicycle makers talking 
harder than ever as to whether all the 
wheel manufacturers would not soon be 
building them.— New York Sun.

DANGER IN NAPHTHA,

Mr. L. D. Sampsell, secretary of tha 


Southern Yacht club of New Orleans, 
in speaking of the chances of fire or an 
explosion an the cause of the destruction 
of the Paul Jones; said: 


'!Tbe great danger in naphtha as a 


motive power is from leakage of the oil 
The naphtha or high test oil is under at- 
mospheric pressure iu the tanks, as 
well as a pressure from the rising va- 


por. 
The tank and the pipes which con- 


duct the oil to the engine and then back 
to the tank again huve to be made very 
strong. Often- leaks occur, aiid the oil 
or naphtha running out into the boat is' 
apt to catch lire. It .is said t ho Paul 
Jones suffered from lire;! several times 
oil the way down the river. Naphtha 
launches, to be protected as far as pos- 
sible i'rom this very danger of escaping 
oil, have the interior of their engine 
rooma—or, in case of a small Uituich, 
that part of the innide hall containing 
the engine—incased in a thin covering 
of sheet brass.

"It is hardly possible that .the Paul 


Jones exploded, unless the yacht caught 
fire first and burned to the naphtha tank 
in the how of the boat. All the accidents 
of that character that have taken place 
on naphtha boats have been caused by 
fire. There are only a few cases, two or 
three, on record of naphtha boats being 
destroyed during the few years since the 
invention of this style of motor. These 
exploded Trom the burning of the hull, 
and not from a premature explosion of 
the fuel. The" naphtha motor should no.1 
be confounded with the gasoline motor, 
which works on an entirely different 
principle. In the former the oi] is user 
to make steam; in the latter an esplo 
sion of gasoline is effected in a cylinder,, 
the power being imparted to a piston as 
steam is used in a steam engine."—.

' 'How to feign epileptic fits forma a 


necessary part of tbs education of ninny 
criminals in Europe nud America. 
In 


England, whero it has been successfully 
worked for a great many years and is 
well kuown to the police, the feigning 
of epilepsy is called 'throwing of fits' 
and 'dummy chunking.' It is invariably 
worked in threes, after this formula: 
Two men, evidently friends, are walk- 
ing aJoiig the street, when suddenly one 
of thprn falls in an epileptic fit. The 
friend of the pick man pretends to ba 
greatly worried and gives all of his at-*1 
tention to the resuscitation. 
Naturally 


enough, a crowd gathers around. 
The 


third man lifts pocketbooks and watch- 
es and makes off with them. 


"There is one man whose career as a 


feigner of epilepsy is most remarkable. 
This man's name was Craig, 'and my 
first knowledge of him' was \«hen I was 
connected with the Whitechappl Road 
House hospital, the biggest hospital in 
England. It had been noticed that 
whenever Craig fell in a fit in the streets 
•of London, reports were sent in to the 
police of money and jewelry lost. 
He 


was more than suspected and was sent 
into the hospital, both to be treated and 
to be watched. This man was a perfect 
fraud, bnt he was so well up in his act- 
ing that though he was most carefully 
watched he escaped detection. He was 
a valuable man, but perhaps his pals 
feared that the London police had too 
close an eye on their movements. 
At 


all events Craig was next heard of in 
America. The old formula was repeated. 
He fell in fits, and valuables stolen were 
repoi ted to the police. He was shifted 
around from hospital to hospital, and a 
carefnl watch was kept upon him, both 
when be was hi one of these fits and in 
the time of their intermission. 


"Craig began to think that a 'coup de 


theatre' was necessary to save bis repu- 
tation. He was at this time confined- in 
a hospital and was in one of the upper 
wards in the front part'of the building. 
There were doors that opened out on. a 
balcony. This balcony was 38 feet 'from 
the ground, and at its base there was a 
solid stone pavement. Epileptics are us- 
ually, a dull, stupid sort of people, even 
when not in fits, and Craig feigned this 
stupidity as well as the other symptoms 
of the disease. He was allowed to wan- 
der about the hospital pretty much as 
be pleaded, and every (once in awhile 
down he would fall in a fit. Thedoctora 
bad not discovered his fraud, but Craig 
felt more than uneasy at the way he was 
watched and suspected. One morning he 
got up from bis chair, and, with « dazed 
sort of a look, at the, same time putting 
iris hands up to hia->head, he staggered 
toward the balcony and tumbled over 
backward—downtown, the full 88 feet 
—to the stone pavement below. When 
be was picked np, it was found that one 
of his wrists v as broken and that he was 
otherwise hurt, though, wonderful to 
;el J, not seriously. Of course this settled 
n the minds of the doctors the doubt 
hat bad previously existed as townetber 
le was a fraud or not. The thing work- 
ed exactly as Craig had planned that it 
honld, and in course of time he was 
lischarged as a trne bnt incurable epi- 
eptio. 
Once again on the outside, he 


worked successfully.^ old game of fits 
and pocket picking in threes. 


"Once more he was taken np and sent 


;o the hospital. Here a young doctor set 
or himself the task of watching this 
lever rogue 
He bad every symptom. 


He would froth at the month, blood 
would stream from his tougae.that he 
iad bitten in his convulsions, and there 
eemed nothing wanting in real epilep- 
y. 
But this young doctor kept his 


igil, and patience had its reward. 


''One day, just as Craig was going 


irocgb the preliminaries before falling 


—the looking dazed, the slowly attempt- 
ing to fight oil the coming spasms, the 
linchiug of the hands—the young <5oc- 
or who was watching him observed 
lat, instead of closing* the bands with 
le fingers over the thumbs, as would 
mve been the case necessarily in true 
lilepsy—for the thumb, having the 
sorter muscle, must feel the contracti- 
ng force first—Craig shut bis banda 
with the fingers on the inside of the 


mmbs. The doctor gave him a gentle 
ick in the side and said: 'That'll do, 
2raig. I've caught yon. Ton are a fraud. 
You've done your tricks well and for 1 
long time, but your time is up. 
If you 


bad been a true epileptic or jnst a little 
better read in metlioine, yon would have 
rlosed the fingers over the thumbs.' 
Without a tingle protest Craig straight- 
I ted np and said, 'Well, I knew it was 
lonnd to come some time.' " 


"What became of the man?" 
"Ob, his talents found a market. He 


was so well known, bad been so written 
np for the medical journals of both En- 
rope and America, that the doctors hired 
him to go before medical students and 
demonstrate to them bow epilepsy could 
be feigned and also to explain how these 
pretenders were tanght in England and 
elsewhere. To counterfeit the frothing 
ut tbe month they used a small piece of 
map. If there was any dangerof deteo 
lion, they could swallow both soap and 
froth. With a little sharp knifo a stab 
ronld be given to tbe tongue which 
would simulate tbe biting of that mem- 
ber. ".—New York Tribune.

DUtoeat Method* of Treatateat aad Bow

It is an everyday occurrence to see 


person* <n a weak condition, just up 
from a liokbed or nnder tbe influence 
of some great (motion, grow suddenly 
pale, lose consciousness and faint A 
more or less complete suspension of 
breathing takes place, corresponding to 
a check, or, at any rate, to a opnsider- 
able decrease in the circulation of the 
blood. This condition is called syncope, 
and is in reality a momentary paralysis 
of the heart If immediate help is not 
afforded, syncope may in some oases be 
tho cause of death. 


Nothing is better known than the 


different means to be nsed in case of 
syucopo;. the most important points are 
to facilitate the flow of the blood, to 
keep np wbat remains of the weakened 
energy of, tbe heart contraction and to 
remove every obstacle to restoration of 
the circulation of the blood. 


From these points of view to place 


tbe patient in a horizontal position is a 
practice that is as efficacious as it is 
habitual. In this way not only is it 
easier for the heart to keep tbe mass of 
blood in motion, bnt the head, whie*h it 
is b'est to put in a lower position tban 
the body, receives a larger supply of 
blood than before, so that tho lack of 
blood in tbe brain, the initial cause of 
the syncope, is very largely compeu- 
Bated. 


To carry still further this relative 


congestion of tbe brain, it has even been 
suggested to stand such .patients liter- 
ally on their head, and by following 
this practice, as nearly as could be done, 
NelatO£ and Campbell reported cases in 
which patients were brought back to 
consciousness who would otherwise bave 
infallibly succumbed. 


It is with a similar purpose tbat we 


sbould.ma'ke all baste to remove tbe 
patient's corset, to loosen collar and 
cravat—in a word, to loosen all tbe 
clothing—apd to carry the patient into 
the open air. In this way many ob- 
stacles to the circulation of tbe blood 
are removed, but the special advantage 
in the practice is tbat the expansion of 
tbe lungs becomes less impeded and 
easier. 
" If, however, in spite of these meas- 


,ures.o,f relief, the syncope continues, we 
must have recourse to remedies of an- 
other kind, numerous and varied iu "na- 
ture, bnt all designed to bring back aud 
stimulate the contraction of the heart 
muscle. 


The return of general consciousness 


'should be stimulated by sudden and vio- 
lent shrking of tbe patient, by dash- 
ing cold water on the face and by rub- 
bing tba skin with alcohol or vinegar. 
These are best applied to the temples, 
lips or palms of the bauds. It is also 
well to rub tbe hands and feet, imibs 
and even tbe entire surface of the body 
in an energetic manner with a hair 
glove or any other rough tissue with 
which any stimulating lotion tbat may 
be at hand can be applied, snob as bran- 
dy or eaa de cologne. 
>• 


The special sen sen should also be 


stimulated. The patient should be made 
to breathe any strongly smelling stuff 
tbat may be at hand—sal volatile, vin- 
egar, acetic acid or ammonia. By these 
different means, which are more or less 
energetic and almost 
always effica- 


cious, tbe stimulants of tbe heart con 
tractions bring back its beats, while tbe 
resumption of circulation carries once 
more to tbe brain the blood necessary 
for its working. 


If these different means are still in- 


sufficient, artificial respiration shonld 
be resorted to without delay. The pa- 
tient shonld be placed on the back, the 
bead. as low as possible, turned to one 
side and tbe mouth wide open. The op- 
erator stands at the side of tbo bead, 
seizes tbe two elbows Srmly and draws 
them as far upward and away from the 
body as possible, thereby diluting tbe 
chest and allowing the air to enter the 
Icmge. 


An assistant, placed by tbe patient's 


logs, rests both hands on the sides of 
•the base of tbe chest and brings pres- 
sure to bear on it at the very moment 
When the patient's elbows are being 
brought back to the sides again after 
having been raised to a maximum. In 
a word, tbe assistant acts in snch a way 
as tu help to drive out the air tnat has 
been sent into -the Inngs by tbe exten- 
sion of the arms. Two skillful opera- 
tors can in this way, by working well 
together, carry on an almost normal de- 
gree of breathing. 


It is advisable not to go too quickly, 


as tbe average human being does not 
breathe more than about 13 times a 
minute. 


If in one or two minntea the syncope 


has not come to an end, there is no use 
relying any/ longer on this measure, acd 
it will be best to resort tu rbytbmical 
tractions of tbe tongue according to 
the method of M. Laborde of Paris. 
This method, which is constantly giv- 
ing the most unhoped for results in 
cases of asphyxia, consists in opening 
the patient's month, in seizing the 
tongue with the fingers and a piece of 
imeii and' in drawing it forward with 
strong rhythmical tractions, slowly and 
methodically, 15 to 18 times a minute. 


Tbe return to consciousness is usually 


mnouuoed by tbe utterance of a loud, 
leep and long expiration. 


When tbe patient has recovered from 


be fainting fit, tbe syncope is naturally 
ured, but we have still to try to prc- 
nnt H recurrence of this disagreeable 
coident. This can be done naturally by 
* certnining its cause.—Paris Herald.

A rqcent flre, by which a large stock of 


merchandise was destroyed, has caused 
inquiry as to what becomes of euoh flre 
swept stocks us are not entirely ruined. 
Row are the goods recovered and who 
does it? 


Insurance companies and adjusters of 


flre losses have no difficulty In answering 
those questions and refer those people who 
roako inquiry on tbe subject to tbe salvage 
or wrecking com pan las which exist in 
Now York, Chicago, Boston and Kansas 
City There are salvage concerns In other 
oiticB also, but only n few undertake large 


| contracts, and they are prepared to handle 


almost any class of merchandise, in any 
condition, from "slightly damaged by 
wator" to "severely burned." Thesalvagn 
company follows closely on the bei'ls of 
the insurance people, and as soon as tho 


i flre has been put out its inspector is sent 


to the scone of tbe conflagration, where an 
examination is made to gee bow much of 


' tbe stock may be rescued from tbe ruins. 
I 
Sometimes the salvage concern works 


for tbe insurance people and sometimes 
for the owners of the goods That depends 
on the terms of settlement between tbe 
owners and tbe insurance companies 
In 


gome instances, where by tbe terms of the 
settlement the goods, or what is left of 
them, become tbe property of the insur- 
ance companies, they are turned over to 
tbe salvage company which "wrecks" the 
goods and sells them for the account of 
the insurance companies tbat had paid 
the former owners for a total loss, the 
usual process being to take out, restore, 
bouse and sell tbe goods for a certain per- 
centage of the amount realized 


The operation of making goods which 


have gone through a fire salable involves 
quick, skillful handling and must be su- 
'pervised by men who are thoroughly con- 
versant with the line of goods which has 
been damaged. If tbe flre was a large one, 
the stock will be found in tbe water soak- 
ed cellar, covered with heaps of plaster, 
stones, charred beams and all sorts of rub- 
bish 
Tbe salvage company finds the 


goods, no matter what condition they may 
be in, carts them away to stores or ware- 
houses rented for that purpose, and there 
undertakes the operations by wbicb they 
may be restored as nearly as possible to 
what they were before tbe fire, so that 
they may be converted Into money 


For dry goods, clothing and merchan- 


dise of tbat class quick drying plants must 
be provided, and as soon as the bolts, rolls 
and pieces of goods are dry they are pit 
into the bands of tho cleaners and reno- 
vators. New labels,-bands, boxes and or- 
namental wrappers ore provided, and in 
some instances goods wbicb looked too 
badly damaged to pay for oortmg thorn 
away are sent to tbe auction room looking 
as good as uew 
When silks, cloths or 


dress goods have been so damaged tbat 
they become useless because no long pieces 
can be saved, tbo goods are trimmed and 
cut into short pieces for the use of manu- 
facturers of covered buttons, nerkwear, 
gaiters, cloth slippers, caps and many oth- 
er lines of goods where short pieces are 
useful 


One of the most difficult stocks to ban 


die is clothing, and tbe man who take 
charge of tbe work for a salvage oompan: 
must Know the business in every detail 
Tbe garments, after being dried, must be 
gone over by experienced tailors, who 
work diligently to obliterate- the signs of 
damage by fire and water 
Garments are 


changed in style and size to destroy the 
fire marks, and in order to sell two gar- 
ments a third one must frequently be 
made. 


A wbole stock of coats may have occu- 


pied such a pluoe in the flre that a sleeve 
from eacb cout would be burned away, but 
that would not make the coats a total loss 
to tbe salvage men 
The coats would be 


doctored in some way so that they would 
bring a price at the "fire sale," wbicb tads 
the service of the salvage company 
At 


these sales goods which were miles away 
from the scene of the fire are often "run 
in" for tbe purpose of averaging the stock, 
and to make them look like wrecked goods 
they are sometimes treated to a bath just 
before the sale 


At cue of these "auctions wbicb took 


place recently a buyer examined a lot of 
coats and said that they looked remarka 
bly clean and npw to have been through a 
flre. "Yes," said the man "tor whosabene- 
flt the Mile was going on; "you seer they 
found the buttons in tbe ruins and made 
tbe cents to put them on." 


Hardware and cutlery are difficult arti- 


cles to handle because rust makes the 
goods unsalable 
Finely polished steel, 


guns, revolvers and plated ware look use- 
less and worthy fif the scrap heap when 
they are thrown from a burned out store 
into packing cases and carted to the rooms 
where tbe salvage company takes them in 
hand Thtfre, by means of polishing buffs, 
grindstones, acid baths and burnishing 
tools, the metal is made to look fresh and 
new, old bandies are destroyed and new 
horn, ivory, rubber and celluloid bandies j 
are put on the various articles 
Then the j 


small stuff is fastened on cards and pack 
ed in new boxes Tbe-stock which is ruin- 
ed beyond repair is "bunched" and sold to 
junk dealers 


Perishable goods, like groceries, are easi- 


ly ruined by flre and water, but still tbo 
salvage companies know how to handle 
such stocks, and have men in their em- 
ploy who will not -allow a coffee bean to 
escape 
A large stock of groceries is now 


being salvaged in a we&tern city 
A va- 


cant building was hired for the purpose, 
nnd on the upper floor thousands of dol 
lars worth of coffees, teas and epices have ' 
been spread out on canvas shelves Great 
rows of boxes of cigars are piled on tables 
over wbicb a draft cf fresh air is blown 
and on tbe floors below are great beds of 
spicns, coffees, chicory and shallow troughs 
of sugars of all grades 
All about the 


rooms are boxes, bales, barrels and crates 
of groceries begrimed with smoke or soak 
, 


ed with water 
Tbe point which the sal 


vage man keeps Constantly in view with 
reward to tbe grocery stock is to rid it of 
oil signs or smell of smoke, and if tbat 
can be accomplished there is little diffical- 
• 


ty in selling the dry, repapered and re- j 
packed stock for nearly tho same price as > 
it would have brought over the counter i 
before the flre 


By the salvage Industry, as carried on 


for the benefit of tbo insurance companies 
In cases where a total loss ban been BUS ' 
tained,' tho insurance companies frequent- 
ly receive bmk a considerable sum, and 
by that nie.-ins reduce their losses.—New 
York Tribune

Custom Tli it Has Bee i P.a;tiC3d Here 


ShutOut by Proposed Bill. 


The bill that baa been introduced In 


the legislature by Mr. Donahue of Fall 
River relative to the rights of owners 
of real estate in the matter of granting 
liquor licenses is in justice due to the 
liquor dealer, says the Boston Tran- 
script In connection with a bill that 
will be of great local interest, in view 
of 
rumored history of 
the liquor 


tra<flc in this city. It ought to be 
passed to put a stop to the practice of 
blackmail which for years has been 
indulged in by owneis of real estate. 
who not infrequently have secured an 
equity in the same solely for the pur- 
nose of bleeding the applicant for a 
'icense in premises within the distance 
prescribed by the existing law. 
The 


Public Statutes, as amended by the 
ict of 1887, provide that if the owner 
of any real estate within twenty-five 
feet of the premises named in an ap- 
,' ication for a liquor license objects to 
the granting of such license it shall 
lot be granted. It will be seen that 
he owners of real estate within twen- 
ty-five feet aie masters of the'situation 
«ind it is not necessary for them to 
give their reasons 
for 
objecting or 


svep show that they are probably well 
rounded. 


For years 
applicants 
for 
liquor 


icense have been bled systematically 
by^ivneis of adjacent property, and it 
is time that the opportunity that the 
dw gives fpr this kind of business 
should be taken away. So long as the 
icensing of liquor saloons is a part 
of the state's polity, the men who pay 
arge prices for the privilege of selling 
ntoxicants should be heated fairly. 
Mr. Donahue's bill adds to the existing 
law a proviso, "unless upon due notice 
and hearing of the parties interested 
the licensing board 
shall be of the 


opinion that the granting of such li- 
cense will not depreciate the value of 
such neighboring real estate, or be a 
cause of annoyance to the occupants 
thereof, if any." 
This throws about 


the applicant for a license the pro- 
tection that ought to be his, and should 
be given him. It may be objected to 
Mr. Donahue's bill that it gives great 
power to licensing boards; but it is 
better to trust responsible officials than 
classes of persons among whom are 
many professional blackmailers.
